“But I forfeit no right as your pro­ 
dding officer to express my opinion 
on any subject.

all measures. 
The makers of our constitution nev­ 
er intended a session of the general 
assembly to be a ratification meet­ 
ing, but rather a constructive body,

The spirit of encroachment 
with it- natural tendency to central­ 
ize and consolidate the powers of all 
departments in one must inevitably 
rc-ult, in despotism.’’
